A Femnion Privateer-*Am Irish Ship and
an Irish Crew"—¥Full Particulars, Ete,

At soon as the Telegraphie Despateh came over
the wires (it having been sent by the Agent of
the Associaled Press we knew it could be re-lied
on), we immediately despatehed our correspon-
dent to Baltimore, Ly wuy of Perryville, to write
us o sketeh, and draw the vessel and their fire,
i’ necessary, to get wp a stunning repord, Our
corregpondent, alter a dangerous pnssage from
our office to iroad and Prime streets in the elty
cars, owing to the high state of the ude in the
streets, Immedintely engonged cabin passage in
one of the sleeping cars of the Philadelphia,
Wilmington, and Balumore It, R,

Passing a restless night and the SBusquebnnna
without further consctous danger, he landed
sale at the Bailvoad Statlon in Baltimore, [Par-
suing his way aleng Pratt etreet, which lines
the shores of Petupsco Day, he inquired of
a gentleman, who looked as much like o mariner
ag any he could find, and who had a long whip
in nis hand, as to the whereabouts of the Fenian
